he ſold too deare, and to procure that Pilgrims which 
ſhall come this holy yeare,be well vſed.

Wereceaued here tydings out of Holland by letters of 
the 29-of che laſt month written at Dore, how that che 
Marriners of Holland,& other ſouldiers of the States had 
ſtopt vp the Riuer of Breda, and raiſed a Sconce on _y 
fide of it, and thatthoſe Sconces are now furniſhed wi 
many thouſand ofmen to hinder the Enemics that th 
May not open the Riuer , or picrce the dyke which is made 
£0 keepe the water inthe land , when it ſhall come in with 
a ſpring tyde and a North-weſt wind. 

Hence are ſcat cight peeces of Ordinance and great 
Nore of viQtualles and munition to relicue the Towne of 
Breda. | 

At Amſterdam were lately 500. Marriners hired, for 
to:be imployed about the Ordinance of Count Afar feel, 
and werepreſcntly thereupon ſent towards Zealand. 

. Somcofthe Souldiers of the Duke of Newbury purſu- 
ing lately 60.

We vnderſtand,by ſome which came lately from Roſen- 
dalchow all our horſe were gone abroade;, to make ſome 
exploit: As likewiſe that there were alſo ſent out of our 
Campe ſome Companies: of foote to defend the dyke 
which lyeth on the water {idea long:the Swalewe : More- 
ouer that there came-yet daylic many Souldicrs of the Ene- 
mics both hocſe and foote: (hauing forſaken the Marquis 
Spinola) tothe Princeof Orazge, and that manyotthem 
reporte, that the Companies of the Spaniſhbeing by d- 
ucrs accidents inſuch a manner weakened, that many of 
them are not aboue 40.0r:50.men.ſtrong:the Marquis was 
hardly able to beſet his Sconces, Redoures,8& other workes 
as was fitting:had therefore granted new Commiſſions to 
leatie 6000. Light horſe, 7000. foote, & 1000, Cuiraſſicrs, 

Mareouer,they: reported: that Marqueſle Spinola expe- 
Fed likewiſe ſome Souldiers, which are leauicd in Germa- 
nie, for the ſeruice of the king of. Spaine , and the 1nfants. 
As likewiſe that rhe Biſhop ot Atrecht had written a Letter 
to the Marquefle gp1no/a,and defircd thereby;that he would 
be-pleaſed to;leaue' Breda inblocke ,:and 'beſet with few 
ſouldicrs, and come with the reſt in Flanders, to reſiſt the 
defignes of Connt Mansfigd ;who (as he was perfwaded ) 
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isreſolued'to inuadeit, and many of the Countrey people 
began already to ſauc their kenny | inthe townes, & ſtrong 
holds of Flanders, Artois, & Hainault; and many of them 
were dailyrepaired and made ſtronger ; and eſpecially the 
rowne of Dunkercke, which was very weake, and might” 
eaſily haue beene taken , being commanded by a higher 
ground that lyeth neare to the rowne. 

Theſe Spaniſh ſouldiers ſay likewiſe that both the dearth 
and ſcarcity of money continued Rtill in the Campe of 
the Marqueſle Spixe/s, and that it- was hardly poſſible for 
any ſouldier to continue there any longer time,ſeeing thar 
the foote haue but 24. Stiuers apceee allowed them week- 
ly, and the horſe three Gilders. The 24. Stiuers amount to 
2: ſhillings and 5, pence ſterling: the three Gilders to 6. 
ſhillings ſterling. 

Neuerthelefſc is the Marqueſſe Spinola notreſolued to 

ive oucr the fiedge, and hath cauſed adike to: be made a- 
book tis redouts, and ſconces, as long as a league ( ſome 
1500. men working at ir, ftrengthen the ſame with Trees, 
Bauins, and Iron ſtaues) thinking thereby to defend 
his Campe from the water which the Prince of Orange is

The Enemie continueth yet to ſifengthen his workes 
which he hath raiſed to keepe the water out, which 1s daily.

made them returne backe againe to their Campe,

Our men have (with greatlabour andpaines ) pierced 
all the Dikes which arc neare to the mooriſh grounds, and 
broken in pieces many fluces and dammes .; and amongſt 
the reſt, they hauc likewiſe pierced the Dikes that come 
from Calamphout and Weſt-Weſel, and runne towards 
Sundert, Hoechſtraten, andErtten; by which meanes the 
Water falling downe towards the Spaniſh Campe, and 
the towne of Breda : they of the towne, keepe ſome in the 
cowne with their ſluces, and:the remainder drowneth the 
Spaniſh Campe in ſcuerall places. 

- Our men arc likewiſe below very buſte to Kop the Riuer, 
many Marriners, Souldiers,8 Carpenters, being ſent thi- 
cherwards to the ſamecfic@, and our fhips ,flat botromd- 
boates, and (haloupes, brought in the Riuer.

Count Hemyof Neffaw hath latcly raiſed diuerſe ſcon- 
cas about Hertogenbolh, to inblocke it, and it 15 repor« 
red; that that rowne is worſeprouided with viQtuals then 
Breda. 
Somethouſand of ourherſe went lately to Calamphour 
and thetcabout, and brouglit thonce all che proutfion oey 
| cou 
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could get for their horſes, 

They of Breda are ſtill of a good courage, and make no 
doubt but they ſhall be reſcued : * They gaue alſa lately a 
figne, that they haue repaircd & firengthencd their ſluces, 
to reftſi the violence of the Vater, The Gonernor /u/tinws 
of Nsfiew, hath taken many of the poorer ſort of the Bur- 
gers into the pay of the States, and giues them ſufficient 
meanes : Hehath likewiſe giucn order , that the vicuals 
and other prouifion arc ſparingly difttibuted, that they 
may laſt the longer. 

From Amſterdam the 11. of Ianuary. 

We haue receiued tydings from Gertruidenberge, that 
the Marqueſle Sp7nols is no more approaching to the town 

of Breda, hauing perceaucd that he cannot preuaile with 

them againſtthe towne : as likewiſe that he hath latcly 

made two ſcuerall attempts to pierce the Dike about the 

Swalewe, but they-zooke no effeR. Moreoucr,that the dam 
and diuerſc other workes, were finiſhed about the greene 

wood, and made very firong with trecs, their rootes', and 
Rauens, and that jaſſoone as the other workes and {laces 
ſha]l be made fir to keepe the water in,there ſhall be giuen 
warning to them:of Breda, which keepe great ſhore of wa» 
ter inthe town with their fluces, that they ſhall open them 
to drowne both the Campe of the Enemies, & the fields 
without it. 

They write likewiſe thence, that vpon New yeares Ene, 
thatthe Marques Spjzs/s cauſed the Otdinauce very fierce- 
ly to beyliſcharged vpon the towne, intending perhaps to 
giue a new yeares gift , andthat they withinthe 
anbwercd-him inthe like tune. - 

There came yet dayly many Souldiers out of the Eaft

The Admirall 7acobwilkeys came with his other ſhippes

We reccaucd intelligence from Breda of a prety inuen- 
tion of Sir Charles Morgan, to amaze the Encmy concer- 
ning the Towne of Breda , which was in this manner: He 
appointed 400. mcnto beclad in Ox or Cowchides, and 
ſent them out into the medowes with certaine Heards- 
*met\ to attend them, which for diucrs dayes together wene 
out in the habits of beaſts, whereupon Spinols adnijred 
how they ſhould haue ſo many Carrle Icfr: and cald a 
Glynſell, whereupon it was diuerſcly debated concerning - 
the continuance of the ſiedge, which then grew doubrfull: 
bur in concluſion oxder was giuen,, that they ſhould ſhoot 
off certaine pecces of Ordinance to trye what Heard of 
Cattle this was , whercupon they all forſooke their habits - -r 
and ranne awayand ſhevv'd themſelues beaſts indeed and 
fled tothe Towne, and ſhevved themſclues to the Enemy 
vyhatthey vvcre.
